THE COAL QUESTION. 

l’eterboro, Ont, Sept 1st, ’97. 

M r. F. E. Vanluven, 

Napanee, Ont. 

Dear Sir.—Y our favor of the 28th re¬ 
ceived and also copy of the M Napanee 
Express ” newspaper, in which is a letter 
from Mr. C. E. Bartlett. Yon ask me to 
give you some information regarding the 
statements made therein. I presume the 
easiest way to do so would be to take bis 
letter and answer his statements as they 
appear. 

1st., he says that in 1895 he first heard of 
the People's Coal. The statement may be 
correct but certainly shows his ignoranoe 
of the coal business for the Company haye 
been selling coal for years in Canada. 
They established their own office in Hamil¬ 
ton in 1889, in Toronto in 1895, and prev¬ 
ious to ’95 had their own offioes in a num¬ 
ber of towns in Western Ontario. As to 
the statement that I offered to sell him the 
People's Coal in 1895, this is not correct, 
for at that time and some years previous I 
was selling Lehigh Valley Coal; and in my 
ignorance of the good qualities of the 
People's Coal 1 was like Mr. Bartlett, 
abusing their ooal. In the fall of '95 I ont 
of curiosity bought two tons of coal from 
the People's Coal Co. which I burned in 
the furnace of my house on Yorkville Ave , 
Toronto, which converted roe to the faot 
that when I abused the coal I was stating 
what I could not substantiate for the coal 
proved eqaal to, and even better, than the 
coal I bad heretofore been using. In the 
winter of 189(1 I made a proposition to the 
State Line and Snllivan R.R. Co. (the 
Miners and shippers of this coal) to travel 
for them. They accepted my proposition. 

, In the spring of 1890 Capt. Carter of the 
Ratbbun Co. knowiDg that the Lehigh 
Valley Railway Company were using oar 
coal on their engines wrote the Company 
asking for prices on our Mine Run Coal 
and we shipped the Ratbbun Company five 
cars to try on the Napanee and Tweed rail¬ 
way whose engines are fitted for burning 
bituminous coal and not anthraoite ooal 
unless they made ohanges in their fireboxes, 
same as the Lebigh Valley By. had done 
which would prove too expensive. Mr 
Sherwood will bear me out when I make 
the statement that there is no similarity 
whatever between our domestio sizes and 
our Mine Run coal. The faot is, the Mine 
Run we sell for less than half you are pay- 
ing for your coal. It was the Mine Run 
that was tried on the Polger's boats but 
Mr. Fred Folger used our Domestio sizes 
in bis furnace in bis bouse and told me it 
gave biniexcellent satisfaction. 

Now, with regard to the test which you 
published, and which wa* made at Brock- 
ville school last winter, signed by Mr. Jno. 
Smith the engineer in obarge who made 
the test and letter signed by Mr. J. Minisb, 
chairman of the supply oommittee of the 
publio school board. This is correct. Mr. | 
Bartlett tries to answer or explain away 
this testimonial with the cruel weapon of 
j insinuation by saying that these testimon¬ 
ial* were bought or procured with the help 
of a quart of whiskey. The position Mr. 
Minish holds in Brockville, being foreman 
of the Grand Trunk Workshops, honored 
! by the people of the town of Brockville in 
being elected member of the publio school 
board and still honored by the board in 
being made chairman of the supply com.- 
mittee, is the last man in the world to be 
bought by either a glass or quart bottle of 
• whiskey and I ask M/. Bartlett to place 
himself in Mr. Minisb’s position bow be 
would like his ohildren to be taunted with 
: the remark that their father was bought 
I with a glass of whiskey. Truly, “roan's 
I inhumanity to roan make* countless 
numbers mourn." 

Now Mr. Bartlett says he will come down 
I nearer home to Peterboro and publish a 
letter signed “yours affectionately, Fred." 
In this letter he states. " X bad not tiffi* 
to see your old friend Mr. Cluxton who put 
in ten tons of this ooal last fall and who 
states that it wa* half burned when he 
should not have burned more than three 
tons of good ooal and be bad th« balanoe 
taken oat,

THE INVENTOR OF MATCHES. 


Sir hut Holden’s Yearly Income Was 

• 1 , 999 , 9 —. 

Sir Isaac lloklou, who died the other 
day, ut the time of his retirement from 
political life two years ago wu* the old¬ 
est iiml probably the richest number of 
the House of Uannum*, aud he wa* cer¬ 
tainly one of the most remarkable men 
iu tlie United King<iom. lie was born 
at i’aisley iu Scotland, in 1807. Ills 
origin was very humble, hi* father be¬ 
ing a working miner, too poor to keep 
Lim at school. So he wus put at work 
to earn his own living at the early age 
of 10, when ho wu* made an u|rptvmiet» 
to a shawl weaver. Hut removal front 
school only stimulfttiil bU ardor for 
knowledge, aud he man a get I to attend 
evening cln***.** when working as au 
operative in u cotton mill some fourteen 
hour* a day. lli* studio* enabled him 
to accept niHwitiou us u tciehor, mil 
i* was while serving iu that capacity 
that he bestowed upon the woill a 
griut benefit, which wu*. howi ve.*, s U'u 
benefit to him.

Keccntly Tills Garden Practice Has Beeu 
Growing In Favor-Mow the Heed Bed 
Is Mud< —Treatment of the Young 
1‘lanis for Huccess^Enciuies. 

The public is beginning to appreciate 
the vulue of calceolarias as spring-bloom¬ 
ing jKit plants. They ure very interest¬ 
ing in their structure and striking in 
their general appearance. For CMrly 
planting the seeds are sown the mid¬ 
dle of .lime, hut for April dowering, dur¬ 
ing which month they should In* iu 
their prime, reliance should be had on 
July sown seed, while to secure a later 
succession another batch should to put 
iu some time iu August. 

The seed should he sown in shallow 
pans upon a light compost with n slight 
covering of sifted soil, und placed in a 
cool house, or better, a frame which 
should In* well-ventilated and shaded. 
If the frame is iu a sheltered spot, fac¬ 
ing to the noith, and a lath screen is 
u ed in addition to u shaded sash, which 
is raised a few inches above the frame, 
the seeds and future plants will have 
as nearly perfect surroundings during a 
hot dry summer as can la* secured. As 
s< on as large enough, th«* seedlings 
should he pricked out into Hats and later 
into two or thiee-itielt pots, using a rich 
liinoiM compost eomposed of equal part* 
of rotted sods, loam, di cayed manure and 
sniul. Leaf mold can be added to ad- 
vantnge for the small plants. The 
plants should lie returned to the frame 
nnd kept there until Novetntor; they 
will need copious watering, on which ac¬ 
count porfcci drainage is necessary. The 
haves should he kept as dry as possible 
except that they should have a gentle 
springing upon warm, sunny mornings.

.ill hazards, as if it gets tin* start it will 
bo hard to control; to aid in this chop¬ 
ped tobacco stems may be scattered to- 
Iwecu the pots.

It will he durahle. and can be 
k<j»t clean, and will keep out rats. 

Flank floor* are apt to be »d'ppery, 
wear out, and frequently rot out, nisi 
the liquid i* liable to leak through and 
j»-et under the plank*, aifd be the sotlice 
of foul odor* which willNw-Uitinugwig. 
not only to the cows, lull the product. 

Here is a good rule for making con¬ 
crete stable (loot’s: First, tamp the 
ground solid where the floor is to be »*► 
there will be no a itling after it I* m d •, 
Make the floor six inches thick.

Plant* were on the earth long before 
man. They were distributed by water, 
winds and other natural agencies. Many 
seeds are provided with covering suit¬ 
able for protection against moisture and 
of tin* pauper character to enable them 
to float aflil be deposited long distances 
from their original home. When plant 
life had so far developed as to pnslti ’r 
blossom* uml wlieu animals and insects 
came the process of distribution was 
git stly accelerated. 

Seeds contain embryonic plants and 
are largely responsible for propagation of 
species. Hom y locusts und many others 
spread from roots. Canada thistles 
Hpaeiid from underground stems wldcii 
are not roots. The riger Illy spreads 
from buds. Ferns are propagated by 
spores. Some eitecmbers w hen rl|s*uiug 
burst open and throw out seed* several 
feet. The same is true of our wild 
violets. 

The vast number of seeds prodite<*d by 
many of our plants aeoomit In a measure 
for the difficulty in cradieuting them. A 
single seed of chess lias been known to 
produce IHH) seeds; n Canada thistle 10,- 
(hhi-, a single mullein stalk btsi.ooo or 
Diinugh to seed 12d acres counting one 
seed to the square yard; gympsoti lol,- 
Sol: Innib’s-quartcr 3UU»oh; pigweed 
iHHl.OOJ: tumbleweed l.tK)H.4lfl) or enough 
to seed :’,4ti acres, otic seed to the square 
yard: another specimen produced 
700 or enough to seed o08 acres, one seed 
to the square yard. 

Foreign weeds appear to be more vigor¬ 
ous and troublesome than our own. The 
Itnssiiiii thistle is an example. This is 
also true in other countries; a foreign 
thistle has, dcvelo|H*d wonderfully in 
the Argentine Republic. Watercress, 
which will hardly grow in the United 
States, flourishes luxuriantly in England, 
so much so that if stops water courses. 
Horticulturists can well take a lesson 
from these facts. Undoubtedly many va¬ 
rieties of fruits from outside localities 
will do well here. Such has proven true 
in the oast and will continue. Many 
trials will have to be made, however, as 
out of a large number only n few will 
prove profitable.—Prof. J, T. Hurrill, 
Illinois.

Lace curtains in deep creum promise to 
he more popular than ever, and there are 
two new styles, both of French origin. 
Torero curtains, the handsomest of these, 
have a centre of plain net almost as 
heavy and course as Httssiau lace, with 
a border of u floral scroti design in a 
luce which appears to be u combination 
of lioyal Bnttenburg and duchess. The 
other new curtains have n deep own- 
work bonier made ni> of Brussels face, 
Irish point and tambour work. These 
curtains are quite expensive, and the 
dealers seem to thiiw ttielr popularity 
doubtful, owing to the striking contrast 
between tin* dead white of tho Irish 
point ami the deep cream of the other 
two laces. Hussion lace still holds its 
own in ereum lace curtains. The newest 
designs have plain lace edges varying in 
width from several inches to more Ihnn 
OM yard. 

For bedrooms Irish point and tambour 
net will take the place of Swiss and the 
various muslins whieli for several years 
have 1 mi*!! so popular. These two luces 
will be much more reasonable in price 
than heretofore, though apparently the 
quantity lias not been cheapened nor arc 
the designs less pleasing. They arc 
brought out in several entirely new de¬ 
signs, many of which arc especially ar¬ 
tistic. Japanese silks will be extensive 
ly used in bedrooms for curtains ns well 
as drajMTie*. Tho newest comes of 
double width in deep, rich colors, with 
slim grotesque figures of trees, flowers 
and occasionally animals several feet in 
height.

These 
curtains come in white and all shades 
with fringe varying in depth from four 
inches to one foot. In tin* various 
qualities of silk or wool damasks the 
newest designs are Syrians and Moorish. 
The figures and colorings are larger and 
more brilliant than have been used in 
a dozen or more years. ('hctifllc cur¬ 
tains and portieres have had their day. 
and there* will be no fresh ones on the 
market in the coming season.

to keep the body warm, the digestive 
powers are capable of more wrk. In 
summer the digestion has not such stim¬ 
ulus and there is usually need of stimu¬ 
lants for digestion, such as mustard, 
curries and varieties of those “hot" or 
devilled dishes which people unacquaint¬ 
ed with the science of the table fre¬ 
quently associate with winter food. 

Curries are purely a summer dish, de 
signed for sultry days. Lamb, veal, 
chicken and rabbit meat are all utilized. 

A teaspoonfnl of curry powder added to 
a pint of a dainty stew of any of these 
meats converts it into a curry. Per¬ 
sons who diave lived in India and other 
parts of the tropics frequently use 
curry powder much as we use pepper, 
sprinkling it from an individual cuffbr 
oVer eggs or services of meat. Curry 
powder is not used as much in this 
country as in England, where a great 
many peoples have acquired the taste 
from residence at one time or another in 
India. 

It is a wholesome taste, and one that 
offers the stimulus of a change at a sea¬ 
son when the Hi>|N*tite often fags. As 
far as possible the table should he dif¬ 
ferent every season. By serving ^va¬ 
riety of dishes in their season, without 
straining the purse to serve them out 
of season, the best, most varied and 
most wholesome table may l>o regularly 
maintained. 

A bottle of the best English carry 
powder, which will be sufficient to give 
many curried dishes, costs but 25 gents. 

It is, therefore, chcnpcr to buy it in 
this way than to make it: but for those 
who are in flic country, far from those 
city grocers who sell curry powder, a 
receipt may In* of value. 

Purchase at a trustworthy druggist's 
throe ounces of coriander seed, tlinv 
ounces of best tumeric, one ounce each 
of black pepper. mustard and wigcr. 
half an ounce of cardamon *»*eds, and 
one-quarter of an ounce of cumin seeds. 
This receipt comes from India, and dates 
hack to the days of that famous English 
gastronome. Dr. Kitchener. 

It is still the rub* most often used to¬ 
day. Sometimes n quarter of an ounce 
of cayenne jieppcr is added to it. 
Pound tin* seeds to a powder, and add 
the other ingredients. Mix them thor¬ 
oughly. and k<*cp them in a Iwttle close¬ 
ly corked fr<ywi the air. 

To make a genuine East India chicken 
curry, parboil a pair of tender chicken*. 
Remove the hones ami cut the tiesh 
up into two-inch squares. Season and 
dredge the chicken lightly with flour. 
Frv a white oniou cut fine anil n half 
dove of garlic (the latter is not strictly 
ucccssqm in two large tablespoonfuls 
of baiter. Remove the garlic, if used, 
and put in the pieces of chicken und fry 
them a fine brown. Add a tablespoon- 
fnl of Hour to the butter the chickens 
were fried in. and stir in slowly ubout 
three capfuls of the water they \Vcrc 
parboiled in. Let this sauce boil slow¬ 
ly a few minutes, then add the pieces of 
Tried chicken, with a tublespooiiful ef 
grated cocoanut, and let the whole sim¬ 
mer a quarter of an hour. Then djsh 
the chickens and stir into the brotli a 
tablespoon fill of the best English entry 
powder which has been wet to a paste 
with a little water. Taste the liquid 
to see if it is well-seasoned. Draw the 
pot containing it to the back of the fire, 
and add the yolks of two eggs, first bent 
cn with a little of the hot brotb. Du 
not let the liquid Imil again, but turn it 
at once over the chickens, which should 
be surrounded by n border of rice. 

The pr«i>cr thing to serve with this 
etirrv is “sweet mango.” It is excellent 
with no other accompaniment than rice, 
it is not strictly necessary to parboil 
the chicken, though East Indian cooks 
do it. Tender chickens can be fried 
in batter without previously parboiling 
them. They may then he simmered 
slowly in a little water or chickeiCstock, 
in place of the parboiled water. Season 
them as described, hut. if you desire, 
omit the cocoanut. Veal or lamb curry 
may be prepared in the same way.

“Unaccountable" Fires. 

As is well known, a frequent source 
of “unaccountable” fires turns out to he, 
in reality, the spontaneous ignition of 
various materials more or less saturated 
with oils or fats. The following is con¬ 
sidered a reliable list of common ma¬ 
terials of the class which, when contain¬ 
ing oily matters, will, under favorable 
conditions, oftentimes ignite naturally; 
waste, tow, rags, sawdust, shavings, 
cotton and woollen clrfth, roofing felt, 
and, in fact, all porous combustible 
bodies containing an oily or resinous 
substance having an affinity for oxygen. 
All vegetable and animal oils hare more 
or less affinity for oxygen, while those 
produced from the distillation of petro¬ 
leum and shale are praetieally unacted 
lipou by the clement; but the oils which 
oxiilizc in the air most rapidly are the 
vegetable oils, siieli as linseed, henipsi*od, 
poppy oil, etc. Briefly, by far the most 
frequent sources of fires from spontane¬ 
ous combustion are those which result 
tfrotn heat induced by the absorption of 
atmospheric* oxygen.

It i;*>gPiters Fatigue. 

A peculiar instrument is described in 
l ienee as being in use at Columbia Fni 
versity. namely, a dynamometer made to 
write on a kymograph. The maximum 
pressure of the thumb and forefinger or 
the movement of a single finger can tlmi 
he registered, mid a series of movements 
showing fatigue be recorded; the curves 
give tfii* actual amount of work done, 
the height of the curves being piopor- 
tionul to the pressure in kilograms. A 
comparison of this instrument has been 
made with the ergograph. curves being 
shown in which the movements made in 
lifting a weight and in extending a 
spring were simultaneously recorded— 
the fact appearing' that the ergograph 
curves do not give a correct measure of 
fatigue, and. of course, no record when 
the weight is not lifted, whereas the dy¬ 
namometer curves measure more nearly 
to precision in this respect.

We venture to say the history of bank 
robberiee in Canada will not reveal a more 
clever, well executed and audacious robbery 
than that perpetrated in tbe Napanee 
branch of tbe Dominion Bank on Friday 
night laet. 

On Saturday morning when the bank 
onlooked its doom for bnainess the combin¬ 
ation on the vault proved refractory. No 
great importance was attached to this aa 
the lock had on several oooaaions proved 
oontrsry, bat the difficulty bad been gotten 
over by calling in the tervicee of Mr. Wm 
Smith, jeweller, who found that a few 
sharp raps with a hammer, directly above 
the combination was all that was required 
to bring the “tumblers” back into posi¬ 
tion. When the difficulty arose on Satur¬ 
day Mr. Smith was called in, but after 
working with the lock for some time he 
abandoned his efforts and acknowledged 
himself “ beat.” 

Tbe manager, Mr. E. H. Baines, then 
telegraphed to Toronto for an expert to 
oome down and doctor the combination. 

The Merchants Bank accommodated the 
Dominion Bank with money for tbe day’s 
business, everything went on much as 
usn&l and not one of the men connected 
witb tbe bank had the faintest suspicion 
that a robbery bad been committed. 

On Saturday evening an expert from the 
Taylor Safe Works Company, Toronto, 
arrived and immediately set to work to 
open tbe vault. After five minutes work 
at the lock he became aware that the ocm 
bination had been disarranged. For near 
ly five hoars the expert worked at the lock, 
usiiig the old combinations in every way 
imaginable. He turned and turned the 
handle, backward and forward, making up 
fresh combinations as he worked, nntil he 
finally struok the proper numbers and the 
door flew open. It was a mere lucky guess 
and but for the aocident of striking the 
right number he would have had to force 
the safe. As soon as the door was opened 
the theft of the money was discovered. 
But this wae not all. Tbe expert found 
that the inner coverings of tbe combination 
locks had been removed, a wheel in each 
combination had been unlocked, and the 
covering were neatly put on again. The 
unlocking of tnese wheels disarranged the 
old combination numbers, and the thief 
knew that many hoars must elapse before 
the robbery was discovered. 

WIIAT IT DISCLOSED. 

The opening of the safe disclosed the 
fact that a clean sweep had been made of 
all the money in the bank. The robber 
eecured $32,000 for his pains. Ten thous¬ 
and dollars of this money was in five 
dollat bills, unsigned by the manager, but 
the balance of the bills bore his signature. 
These bills havo been cancelled and man¬ 
agers of all local banks have been notified 
to examine all Dominion Banka bills tend¬ 
ered by strangers or patrons in the hope of 
tracing the ownership of the money stolen 
at Napanee- The numbers of all the btlh 
stolen are Raid to be known by the man 
ager of the Napanee branch. 

1IOW AN ENTRANCE WAR C.AIMED. 

Entrance was gained to the hank in a 
manner that reflects credit on the burglar, 
or burglars, as the case may be. The bank 
is a stone building and fronts on John 
street, a light is kept burning in the bank 
at night. At the rear of the structure 
there is a wooden shed, which encloses a 
stairway to the upper storey, and a hall¬ 
way to the back-entrance of the bank, the 
door of which opens on the side street. The 
burglar gained an entrance to this shed by 
undoing the hasp on the inside of the door. 

Here, screened from observation, he 
bored a number of holes in tbe blocksiding 
which formed the partition, removed the 
boards and gained an entrance to the back 
hallway. The door leading to the bank 
was easily opened, and no doubt tbe com¬ 
bination of the vault soon yielded under 
Ins skilful manipulation. Once inside the 
vault he was free from intrusion or danger

There is no doubt 
that the author of the robbsry made a care¬ 
ful study of the bank premises, the habits 
of the officials, and gauged bis movements 
accordingly. The popular theory is that 
the robbery was committed at the dead of 
night. Here is a bit of evidenoe that goes 
to disprove this. During the progress of 
the band concert on the market on Friday 
night James Roblin, of Haines A Lockett, 
and George Meagher were leaning up 
against the Dominion Bank, drawing their 
breath and listening to the music. Mr. 
Roblin heard a noise from the interior of 
the bink resembling that of a number of 
coins jingling together and called his com 
panion’s attention to it. He suggested in 
forming Mr. Ponton, teller of |he bank, 
who was standing a short distance from 
him, of what he heard, but as it was only 
about nine o’clock in the evening Mr. 
Meagher was of the opinion that he would 
only be making himself ridiculous and he 
abandoned the idea. The fact that Messrs. 
Roblin and Meagher were interviewed by 
the detective shows that some importance 
is attached to what they heard. 

WILL NOT TALK, 

Those connected with the bank are very 
reticent on the subject. It is understood 
that no effort will be spared to ferret out 
the guilty parties. A detective has been 
in Napanee for the pa*t few days working 
on the case, and already a number of r.iti 
zens believe they have been interviewed by 
him. A great many affect to believe that 
he has appeared in various disguises, and 
if one half the stories told arc true he is a 
remarkably clever fellow. It is believed 
the bank authorities are in possession of o 
clue, but of what nature of oourse is nQt 
known. The robbery is supposed to be the 
work of professionals, and adept ones at 
that. 

x 1AK K HANK INSPECTOR. 

All aorta of rumors are floating around, 
none of which can be verified. One of 
these is to the efteot that a short time ago 
an alleged government inspector of banks 
visited town and was shown through both 
the Merchant and Dominion Banks. It is 
further stated that both the managers of 
the Merchant and Dominion Banks were 
mysteriously warned some time brfore the 
theft occurred that s robbery was to be 
committed. Mr. Baines whep spoken to in 
reference to those rumors by an Exj kess 
representative simply shook his bead and 
smiled. 

THE GENERAL MANAGER IN TOWN. 

On YY’ednesday Mr. R. D. Gamble, Gen¬ 
eral Manager of the Dominion Bank, visit 
ed town and held a conference with Mr. 
Baines. A meeting of the directors was 
held at Toronto on Tuesday, Hon. Frahk 
Smith presiding, at which the robbery was 
discussed. At this meeting Mr. Gamble 
gavo a detailed statement of the robbery 
and a list of those employed in the bank 
and the different positions they occupied. 
The General Manager places the actual 
cash loss at 515,000, tbore being taken 
besides $10 000 in unsigned bills, and other 
papers, which made the total $32,000. It 
is expected that besides the inspector of the 
bank special detectives will be engaged, 
aud the officials are hopeful of not only 
capturing the thief or thieves, but of recov 
ering the securities as well aB the cash. 

MUST HAVE KNOWN THE COMlllNATION. 

The expert who succeeded in opening the 
safe is confident that the burglar knew the 
oombinatioD. no matter bow he came 
possessed of it. The employees of the bank, 
not even the manager, did not know the 
coordination of the safe in full. There are 
two doors on the safe and the manager of 
the bank and the cashier, each locked 
against one another. The bead official had 
supplied the manager of the bank with one 
half the numbers of the combination and 
one of the clerks wiih the other half, and 
each was not supposed to know the whole, 
so the safe could not be opened exoept in

Death of a Pioneer. 

Mr. Roger J. Conger died at Pioton on 
Monday evening at 0.30, in hie 01st year, 
Mr. Conger, from 1830 to 1860, was actively 
engaged in business in Prince Edward 
ocunty and all through what was then 
known as the Midland Counties. In 1616 
he represented his county in the Parlia¬ 
ment of Canada, being eleoted for the 
unexpired term of the late John P. Roblin. 
At the next general election he was again a 
candidate in the Reform interest, but was 
defeated bv the late Mr. David Bteveneon 
by one vote, after an exciting contest, the 
voting lasting a week, and all the votes in 
the oounty were polled in Pioton. Later 
he purchased a large traot of land in the 
County of Grey, and for Borne years devot¬ 
ed his energies to developing it, building 
mills, roads, etc. Since 1880 he has been 
living quietly in Pioton. The funeral took 
place at 2.30 p.m Wednesday. He was of 
United Empire Loyalist deeoent, his father 
emigrating to this country in 1786 from 
New Jersey, and located on the Bay of 
Quinte, just northeast of Pioton, known as 
Conger’s Mills.
